Widow of Patient Who Jumped 
From Window of Misericordia 
Claims $10,000.

An action for $10,000 damages has 
been brought against the Sisters of 


Misericordia of Alberta, by Addie 
Barber, widow of the late William 
Sherman Barber, who, during the 


night of March 2ist, while in a fit of 
delirium caused by illness from ty- 
phoid fever, jumped from an unguard 
ed window in the Misericordia hos- 
pital, and fell to the ground, a dist- 
ance of ubout forty feet, receiving in- 
juries from which he died a few heurs 
afterwards, | 

A writ of summons was taken out 
in the Supreme court last week by J. 
C. F. Bown, solicitor for the plaintiff, 
who is the administrix of the estate 
and effects of her husband, who died 
intestate. The action is brought on 
behalf of herself and her four ehild- 
ren, 

The plaintiff alleges that the death 
of the deceased was caused by the 
negligence of the defendants in the 
following respects:— 

That the nurse or attendant placed 
in charge of the deceased was not rea- 
sonably qualified to discharge his 
duties. 

That the deceased, while in a state 
of delirium was leit unattended. 

That the windows of the ward where 
he was so left were not properly 
guarded ; 

The defendants failed to supply a 


sufficient staff of nurses and attend- 
ants to properly care for their pa- 
tients; 

That the defendants failed to pro: | 


vide sufficient and proper appliances | 
or means of communication in the 
ward in which the deceased was plac- 
ed tor use in case of emergency; 

That the defendants failed to make 
proper rules and regulations for the 
attendance of nurses upon patients; 

That if they did they failed to pro- 
perly enforce the same. 

William Barber was received at the 
Misericordia hospital as a paying pa- 
tient, suffering from typhoid fever, on 
March 15th. He was a farmer and 
recently performed homestead duties 
for the northeast quarter of section 
6, in township 59, in range2, west of 
the fifth meridian, 

His wife and children are claimed 
to have been entirely dependent upon 
his earnings as a farmer for their sup- 
port and education and by bis death 
to have been deprived of means of 
maintenance.

The King Not An Autometon. 
When two authorities are up, nei- 
ther supreme, how soon confusion en. 
ters at the breach, unless it is possivie 
to introduce some third actor which 
can heal the strife. The King 
rightly or wrongly, does not con- 
sider that he weuki be obeying either 
the spirit or the letter of the con. 
stitution if he were to abdicate his 
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right of personal intervention be- 
tween the warring Houses. He is! 
bound to act on his own judgment 


whenever his ministers advise him to 
act in @ manner contrary to usage, 
to efteet a revolutionary change in 
the constitution. 

He may decide to act on their 
counsels or to reject their advice. 
But the responsibility or rejection 
or acceptance in that case rests upon 
him, with undiminished force by the 
use and want which has destroyed 
his responsibility for assenting to 
acts of parliament, a fanction which 
has become purely automatic. 

The Royal Objective. 

This being the case, let us ask 
ourselves from what point of view 
must the King approach the con- 
sideration of the present problem? 
It is admitted that he is above all 
suspicion of party bias. He wants 
to see the King’s government carried 
on. He has to seek the line of least 
resistance that. will lead him most 
safely to the desired end—the avert- 


ing of a threatened deadlock, He 
had to do what in him lies to_ pre- 
vent financial confusion, legislative 


paralysis and incipient civil war. It 
is his duty as Sovereign, being de- 
prived of the cojoint advice of the 
two Houses of Parliament, to use 
his judgment as to how best he can 
give effect to the will of the people, 
with a minimum smashing of con- 
stitutional china.

It ie not sportsmanlike to savage 
the referee if he refuses to give a de- 
cision in our favor, No, Our ‘Sove- 
reign Lord the King has a free hand 
in this matter. He is trusted by 
everybody.

Alex. Potter the water and sewer- 
age expert who has been in Edmonton 
fov ¥ome dars’and has also been en- 
gaged to make a report on Strath- 
cona’s -problems along this line, has 
promised a report to the Strathcona 
city council in the course of the next 
few weeks. (Mr. Potter made a sur- 
vey of the city with City Engineer 
McLean and also obtained from him 
all available data. He expressed 
strong disapproval of both cities 
extending their boundaries to such 
an extent with present populations. 
Mr. Potter in making his observations 
in Stratheona observed that there 
were portions of the city that would 
have to be served by lines of sewers

The 
problem will be to bring the water 
east over the height of land on the 
Calgary trail and thus serve the en- 
tire southern part of the city with a 
trunk sewer which would have an 
outlet at Mill Creek. If this could be 
done there would be a great saving 
in cost. Engineer McLean things 
there is no alternative for the service 
in River Lots 1, 3 and 5, but an inde- 
pendent sewer line which would have 
an outlet near the river bend to the 
northwest. This however, would cre 
ate a serious menace to the purity 
of the city water.

years back in the past settlers were | 


willing to locate a long way from ciy- 
ilization, and would hew out a home 
in the wilderness; but that day has 
passed. The great cities offer too 
many allurements, The railroad is 
today a necessity. 

The settler is the man who realiy 
dows the waiting. He waite right on 
the ground; the others, like Peter, watt 
afar off. It is not necessary for a 
business man to go into a new dis- 
trict until a few days before the iron 
horse pulls in. The speculator may 
rest at ease in his far off home, 
while the railroad is coming, ‘but not 
so—the settler.
